Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

1.  — I beg  to  hand  you  my  Report  on  the  health  of  the  District  for  1911. 

2.  — The  District  consists  of  the  following  parishes  and  hamlets  : — Castle  Bromwich, 
Water  Orton,  Curdworth,  Minworth,  and  Wishaw. 

AREA. 

3.  — The  area  of  the  whole  District  is,  7,724  acres,  made  up  as  follows  : — Castle 
Bromwich,  2,701  ; Water  Orton,  623  ; Curdworth,  1,620  ; Minworth,  1,550  ; and 
Wishaw,  1,230. 

POPULATION. 

4.  — Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Census  was  officially  taken  on  April  1st,  1911,  we 
know  what  the  population  was  at  that  period.  It  was  found  to  be  2,726,  a figure 
considerably  less  than  that  which  has  been  estimated  in  the  past  few  years.  This 
possibly  is  due  to  some  slight  over  estimate,  but  more  particularly  to  the  fact  that  for 
some  years  in  the  past  a large  number  of  lodgers  have  been  taken  in  the  district, 
particularly  men  working  on  the  new  railway,  and  the  work  carried  out  by  the 
Birmingham  Tame  and  Rea  District  Drainage  Board. 

5.  — The  population  of  the  constituent  parishes  proved  to  be  as  follows  : — Castle 
Bromwich,  953  ; Water  Orton  632  ; Curdworth  335  ; Minworth  629  ; Wishaw  177. 
It  will  thus  be  seen  that  with  the  exception  of  Wishaw  each  of  the  constituent  parishes 
shows  a decrease  in  population. 

6.  — It  is  perhaps  interesting  to  add  that  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  found  at  the 
Cencus  was  610,  so  that  the  average  number  of  persons  in  each  house  appears  to  be  4. 63. 
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BIRTHS. 

7.  — During  the  year  54  births  were  registered,  compared  with  60  and  62  in  the 
two  previous  years,  namely  31  males  and  23  females.  The  birth-rate  therefore  is  19.81, 
a figure  0.14  higher  than  that  of  the  previous  year.  With  the  exception  of  last  year 
this  is  the  lowest  rate  ever  recorded.  I can  again  report  that  not  a single  illegitimate 
birth  was  registered. 

8.  — In  the  various  sub-divisions  the  birth-rates  were  as  follows  : — Castle  Bromwich 
20.9  ; Water  Orton  25.3  ; Curdworth  14.9  ; Minworth  15.1  ; Wishaw  16.7. 

DEATHS. 

9.  — The  number  of  deaths  registered  has  been  only  24,  compared  with  33  in  the 
previous  year.  Two  deaths  occurred  outside  the  district  of  persons  belonging  thereto, 
while  two  occurred  in  the  district  of  persons  not  belonging  to  it,  so  that  the  net  number 
after  correction  is  the  same  figure  as  actually  registered  in  the  district.  The  two  deaths 
of  persons  belonging  to  the  district,  who  died  outside,  occurred  in  the  City  Hospitals. 

10.  — The  figures  stated  above,  on  the  population  found  at  the  Census,  give  us  the 
very  satisfactory  death-rate  of  8.8,  lower  than  the  previous  year  and  below  the  average 
of  the  last  five  years. 

11.  — The  death  rates  of  the  various  sub-divisions  were  as  follows  : — Castle  Bromwich 
13.6  ; Water  Orton  6.3  ; Curdworth  2.9  ; Minworth  6.4  ; Wishaw  11.3. 

12.  — This  is  the  second  year  running  that  the  death-rate  of  Curdworth  has  been 
phenomenally  low. 

13.  — Of  the  24  deaths,  eleven,  or  nearly  half,  occurred  in  persons  aged  65  and 
upwards. 

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

14.  — Only  three  deaths  occurred  in  infants  under  a year,  notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  the  climatic  conditions  of  the  autumn  favoured  excessive  mortality,  and  indeed 
produced  it  in  many  districts  in  the  country. 

15.  — These  three  deaths  were  due,  1 to  Diarrhoea,  1 to  Merasmus,  and  1 to 
Convulsions. 

16.  — It  will  thus  be  seen  that  our  Infant  Mortality  figure  is  a very  satisfactory 
one,  namely,  55  per  thousand  registered  births,  which  is  much  lower  than  in  the 
previous  year,  and  still  lower  than  the  average  of  past  years.  Of  the  3 deaths,  1 
occurred  under  a month,  1 between  three  and  six  months,  and  1 between  nine  and 
twelve  months. 


ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

17.— I am  again  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  very  little  Zymotic  Disease.  Only  1 
death  was  registered  as  due  to  any  of  the  seven  principal  Zymotic  Diseases,  namely, 
diarrhoea  in  a child  eleven  months  old,  at  Water  Orton. 
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18.  — The  cases  notified  have  been  few,  and  were  as  follows  Scarlet  fever,  3 ; 
diphtheria,  5 ; erysipelas,  5. 

19.  — Scarlet  Fever. — This  disease  scarcely  troubled  the  district  during  the  year. 
Three  cases  occurred,  2 at  Water  Orton,  and  1 at  Castle  Bromwich.  The  2 cases  at 
Water  Orton  occurred  in  the  same  house.  Only  1 case,  viz.,  that  at  Castle  Bromwich, 
was  isolated  in  hospital. 

20.  — Diphtheria. — The  same  number  of  cases  as  in  the  previous  year  were 
notified,  namely  5.  These  occurred,  1 at  Castle  Bromwich,  1 at  Curd  worth,  and  3 at 
Min  worth.  One  case  was  interesting  as  occurring  in  an  adult  at  Min  worth.  The 
illness  was  of  a mild  type,  and  would  possibly  have  been  passed  over  had  it  not  been 
for  the  utilization  of  the  facilities  for  bacterial  examination  provided  by  the  County 
Council.  The  other  cases  were  also  mild,  and  each  one  was  visited  and  kept  under 
observation  until  recovery  occurred. 

21.  — Typhoid  Fever.— Not  a single  case  of  this  disease  was  notified  during  the 

year. 

22.  — Non -Notifiable  Diseases. — As  regards  these,  Measles  was  somewhat 
prevalent  at  Water  Orton  and  Minworth,  and  the  Infant  Schools  in  both  parishes  were 
closed  on  account  of  its  prevalence.  No  other  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  brought 
to  my  notice. 


PULMONARY  TUBERCULOSIS. 

23.  — An  Order  was  issued  during  the  year  making  it  compulsory  to  notify  hospital 
cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  and  1 such  case  was  notified  in  a person  resident  in 
Minworth  parish.  The  case  was  referred  to  the  County  Council  Health  Visitor,  who 
kept  the  house  and  patient  under  observation,  while  the  Inspector  also  did  all  that  was 
possible  in  the  way  of  limiting  the  spread  of  infection.  A sputum  cup  was  provided 
and  a leaflet  left  detailing  precautions  which  might  be  properly  observed. 

24.  — Not  a single  case  was  notified  under  the  Poor  Law  Order. 

25.  — Two  deaths  were  registered  from  the  disease,  1 in  a person  between  25  and 
45,  and  1 between  45  and  65  years  of  age.  These  cases  were  not  discovered  during 
life,  but  after  death  the  premises,  clothes,  and  bedding  were  disinfected.  The  clothes 
and  bedding  were  sent  to  the  Disinfecting  Station,  and  the  rooms  disinfected  by  spraying. 


CANCER. 

26. — I am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  a large  diminution  in  the  number  of  deaths 
from  Cancer,  compared  with  the  previous  year,  when  6 were  registered.  During  1911 
there  was  only  1 death,  and  that  a woman  at  Minworth. 
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WATER  SUPPLY. 

27.  _No  further  length  of  main  was  laid  during  the  year,  but  all  new  houses  that 
have  been  built  have  had  the  public  supply  laid  on  to  them,  when  it  was  available. 
On  the  whole  it  may  be  said  that  the  water  supply  of  the  district,  looking  upon  it  as 
a small  rural  district,  is  very  satisfactory,  and  compares  favourably  with  the  majority 
of  similar  districts. 

28.  Samples  of  the  tap  water  supplied  have  been  analysed  each  quarter  and  found 

to  be  satisfactory,  while  in  addition,  7 samples  have  been  submitted  from  surface  wells 
or  springs.  Of  these  7 samples,  6 were  found  to  be  so  polluted  as  to  be  dangerous  to 
health,  and  I am  informed  by  the  Inspector  that  steps  were  taken  to  improve  the 
supply  by  cleansing  the  wells,  as  no  public  supply  was  available  in  these  particular 

instances. 

NEW  BUILDINGS. 

29. — Fifteen  plans  have  been  presented  during  the  year,  representing  five  new 
houses  and  alterations  to  existing  stables,  erection  of  stables,  or  other  forms  of  farm 

buildings. 

SEWERAGE. 

30 No  new  sewers  have  been  laid  during  the  year,  and  comparatively  few 

complaints,  despite  the  hot  weather,  were  made  as  to  nuisance  arising  from  the  existing 
ones.  The  syphon  at  Minworth,  which  has  been  a difficulty  in  past  years,  gave  no 

special  trouble  during  the  year. 

qqie  Surveyor  has  undoubtedly  done  his  work  well  in  regard  to  the  flushing 

and  cleansing  of  the  sewers,  and  I am  pleased  to  be  able  to  state  that  no  further  sealing 
of  manholes  has  been  necessary.  No  further  ventilating  shafts  have  been  erected  on  the 
sewers.  Though  the  district  is  a comparatively  small  one,  no  less  than  nine  miles  of 
sewers  have  to  be  supervised  and  as  many  of  them  are  at  a flat  gradient,  with  a small 
quantity  of  sewage  running,  difficulties  have  to  be  overcome  in  keeping  them  in  a 

satisfactory  condition. 

32. — I am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  13  new  water  closets  with  syphon 
flushing  cisterns  have  been  fixed,  replacing  middens  previously  existing. 

33.  rphe  market  yard  at  Water  Orton  has  been  drained  and  partly  paved,  eftecting 

thereby  a great  sanitary  improvement. 

SCAVENGING. 

34. — As  I stated  last  year,  the  two  populous  parts  of  the  district,  namely,  Castle 
Bromwich  and  Water  Orton,  are  now  efficiently  scavenged  and  the  work  has  been  done 
by  the  Contractor  throughout  the  year  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Inspector. 

SYSTEMATIC  INSPECTION. 

35.  j referred  in  my  Report  for  last  year  to  the  Order  ol  the  Local  Government 

Board  which  has  been  issued  consequent  on  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act, 
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referring  to  systematic  inspection  of  all  houses  in  the  district  below  a rental  of  £16. 
During  the  year  much  good  work  has  been  done  by  the  Inspector,  who  has  visited  a 
large  number  of  houses  and  has  systematically  inspected  24  under  Section  17  of  the  Act* 
It  was  not  necessary  to  make  any  representations  to  the  local  authority,  nor  to  ask  for 
closing  orders  to  be  made  for  any  of  these.  One  reason  possibly  for  this  is  the  large 
amount  of  inspection  which  has  taken  place  before  the  passing  of  the  Act.  For  a 
rural  district,  the  smaller  houses  have  always  been  very  well  looked  after  and  have  not 
therefore  been  allowed  to  get  into  a bad  or  dilapidated  state. 

COWSHEDS  AND  DAIRIES. 

36.  — The  Inspector  has  made  inspections  as  usual  of  these  places.  Altogether  56 
inspections  have  been  made  and  11  notices  were  issued.  In  each  case,  an  abatement  of 
the  nuisance  took  place.  Things  remain  on  the  whole  much  as  they  were,  but  if 
anything  he  considers  there  is  an  improvement  in  the  way  such  places  are  kept. 

WORKSHOPS, 

37.  — I append  a table  giving  particulars  of  Workshops  inspected  during  the  year. 
This  table  shows  that  23  inspections  altogether  were  made  and  that  two  written  notices 
were  served.  The  defects  were  remedied  without  prosecution. 

VACCINATION. 

38.  — In  accordance  with  most  of  the  districts  of  the  country,  the  Vaccination 
Returns  of  this  year  are  less  satisfactory  than  in  the  past.  Out  of  52  births  registered 
in  the  period  under  review,  33  were  successfully  vaccinated,  but  I regret  to  state  that  13 
certificates  of  “ conscientious  objection  ” were  obtained,  compared  with  6 in  the  previous 
year. 

GENERAL  SANITARY  WORK. 

39.  — One  of  the  important  duties  put  upon  the  staff  during  the  past  year  has  been 
the  constant  observation  of  the  Birmingham  Tame  and  Rea  Drainage  Boards  Works, 
owing  to  complaints  of  serious  nuisance  arising  from  the  Works.  During  the  summer 
no  doubt  this  was  due  to  the  exceptionally  hot  weather  from  which  we  suffered  causing 
effluvia  to  rise  from  the  filter  area  under  treatment. 

40.  — The  Inspector  informs  me  'that  he  made  105  entries  in  his  journal  as  to 
conditions  observed  by  him.  On  43  occasions  no  smell  could  be  discovered,  on  33 
occasions  a little  was^S|  observed,  while  on  30  others  the  nuisance  was  marked,  varying 
of  course  in  degree. 

41.  — I also  visited  the  Works  myself  on  several  occasions  and  made  inspections, 
and  on  one  or  two  occasions,  as  I reported  at  the  time,  I found  the  nuisance  very  serious, 
and  as  a result,  experiments  were  made  by  the  Engineer  which  resulted  in  a marked 
improvement  in  the  later  autumn  and  l have  no  doubt  that  with  the  experience  of  the 
past  year  to  guide  them,  the  Officers  will  this  year  take  early  steps  to  prevent  nuisance 
affecting  the  area  around  the  Works. 
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42  — The  River  Cole  below  the  Yard  ley  Sewage  Farm,  now  merged  in  Birmingham, 
was  very  much  improved  at  the  end  of  year,  owing  no  doubt  to  the  larger  number  of 
filter  beds  in  operation  at  that  period. 

CONCLUSION. 

43.  — The  Death-rate  though  not  quite  the  lowest,  is  as  far  as  I know,  the  lowest 
but  one.  The  Zymotic  rate  though  not  nil,  is  the  result  of  only  one  death.  The  rate 
of  Infant  Mortality  is  one  of  the  most  satisfactory  ever  recorded,  so  that  it  will  be  seen 
that  in  this,  the  last  Annual  Report  I shall  have  the  honour  of  making  for  your  district, 
I can  congratulate  the  Council  on  the  result  of  their  labours,  when  even  in  a year  adverse 
to  good  Sanitary  Rates,  the  results  obtained  must  be  considered  eminently  satisfactory. 

44.  — It  gives  me  great  pleasure  again  to  be  able  to  put  on  record  my  thanks  for  the 
courteous  treatment  I have  always  received  from  the  Council,  and  for  the  help  my  brother 
officers  have  afforded  me  in  carrying  out  the  duties  of  my  office.

Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1911, 
for  the  Rural  District  of  Castle  Bromwich 

On  the  Administration  of  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901,  in  connection  with 

FACTORIES,  WORKSHOPS,  LAUNDRIES,  WORKPLACES  AND  HOMEWORK. 


1. — INSPECTION.
